. STATE OF THE CITY. 

Referring to the state of the city, his lord- 
ship said that there were some figures in the 
returns from which a reasonable inference 
might be drawn. In the City of Dublin 
there were in the corresponding period of last 
year 204 offences against property committed 
with violence. This year the number was 65— 
a decrease of 139. There was a slight in- 
crease in Offences against property without 
violence, including petty thefts, but the out- 
standing figure was the one that he had men- 
tioned. An equally significant figure was the 
number of cases last year in which the 
offenders were unknown—372. This year the 
number was The number of persons 
made amenable last year was 449; this year 
the number was 499, or 50 more cases in which 
the police were able to track the offenders. 
In the portion of the Metropolitan area out- 
side the city proper, 92 were made amenable 
last year, and 120 this year. These figures 
showed that the Civic Guard and the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police were more successful in 
tracing the criminals, and he suggested that 
the police and the Civie Guard were in- 
telligent and active, and that the community 
Was assisting them to a greater extent than 
before. 

“You are entitled,’’ concluded his lordship, 
“to take such comfort from these figures as 
may commend itself to you.” 

THE COUNTY DUBLIN. 

Addressing the County Grand Jury 
at the opening of the County Commis- 
sion, Mr. Justice Dodd said that the 
cases for disposal were six in number. 
It was usual for the Judge to say something 
about the state of the country, but he had 
got no information, report, or statistics.

In the present Bartholomew's 
Hospital celebrates the eight hundredth 
anniversary of its foundation in Smith- 
field, London. There it was first 
established, in the year 1123, by one 
Rahere, a courtier of Henry [. It 
was declared to be for the benefit of the 
needy orphans, outcasts and the poor.«i 
the district. In those days, when there 
were neither judges nor Parliament, anid 
the Tower of London was still new, the 
good Rahere can have had but little idea 
of the enormous services that “ Bart’s ” 
and other hospitals in London and else- 
where would be called upon to render’ on 
behalf of the poor and the sick of a teem- 
ing posterity. Yet he builded on no 
niggard scale; for the hospital was 
equiped ab initio with a hundred beds—a 
small number compared with the six 
hundred and eighty-seven which it now 
supports, bat a generous allowance when 
the size of the London of those days is 
considered. The work of tending the 
poor and the sick was undertaken then 
by the religious Orders, and St. Bartholo- 
mew's was in charge of the Augustinian 
Order.

THE DERBY. 


ITS EARLY ORIGIN. 


All British annals of horse racing contain 
interesting records of the first Derby meeting, 
run on. Epsom downs in 1780, when Sir ©. 
Bunbury'’s Diomed pulled off the victory. 
Since that day its popularity never 
flagged. and its 143rd anniversary to-day 
promises to surpass all previous records. 

There is, however, in the Isle of Man a 
firmly cherished belief that the great race 
has a much earlier origin. Allowing for 
legendary license, there certainly are grounds 
for the belief. It must be remembered that 
nowhere are old historical incidents and de- 
tails more jealously treasured than in the Isle 
of Man. For about three hundred years the 
isle was in the possession of the head of the 
Stanley family, who, in addition to other 
honours, bore the title of “ Lord of Man and 
the Isles,’ a distinction bestowed with the 
Earldom of Dérby on Thomas, Lord Stanley, 
for his brilliant services at the Battle of 
Bosworth, where he placed the Crown on 
Richmond's head. His suecessors were all 
men of note, and well sustained the family 
traditions. 

- + . * od - 

The sixth Earl purchased from his three 
mieces, who all married English peers,. their 
claims on the Isle of Man, and interested 
himself greativ in the development of the 
island and its resources. In 1627, however, he 
relinquished his dignities and _ responsibill- 
ties in favour of his heir, who, owing to an 
error, had been summoned and had taken his 
seat in the English Parliament as Baron 
Strange. during the lifetime of ‘his father. 
Proceeding at once to the island, the new 
Lord Paramount took up his residence in the 
famous Castle Rushen, said to have been built 
by one of the Danish Kings,. and set about 
raising the status of the people, and improv- 
ing agriculture. 

He was especially interested in horse- 
breeding, and, as an incentive, instituted a 
race meeting at Derby Haven, which lies to 
the east of Castletown, and there, in the 
summer of 1627, the first Derby race was run. 
The stakes were generously provided by the 
founder, and the event, which aroused great 
excitement among Manx, became an 
annual fixture. In he succeeded his 
fatner, the sixth Earl, and became known in 
history as “ the Great Earl of Derby.’’ 

He married one of the most remarkable 
women of that time, the Countess Charlotte de 
la Tremonville, daughter of the Due de 
Thonars, and her support of her husband 
during the Civil War, and her defence of 
Latham House against two thousand Parlia- 
mentarians in 1644, have rendered her famous 
for all time. Equally heroic was the stand 
she made at Castle Rushen in 1651, after her 
gallant husband had -been captured and 
executed by Cromwell's forces. 

* + Lá * * * 

After the island surrendered to a _ hostile 
fleet, General Lord Fairfax became its owner 
by a Parliamentary grant, but at the Restora- 
tion Charles II. reinstated the Stanley family 
in the person of the eighth Earl of Derby. He 
did much for the prosperity of the island, and 
endeavoured to revive the races at Derby 
Haven, but his son, who succeeded him in 
1672, took little or no interest in his Manx 
property. A general neglect of agriculture set 
In, and so great was the deterioration in horse- 
breeding that the racing fixture was eventu- 
ally abandoned. 

Tradition credits several Earls of Derby and 
other ardent sportsmen with efforts to carry 
on the meeting elsewhere, but nothing per- 
manent resulted, though the Stanley tamily 
never ceased their encouragement and support 
of sport, a record which is fittingly com- 
memorated in the name by which the greatest 
of all English races is designated.

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How Smuggling is Prevented— 
The Triptique. 


(BY THETA.) 


HE Free State Revenue Commissioners 
I have not as yet issued regulations 
governing the entry of commercial atr- 
craft into the twenty-six counties. It Js, 
however, expected that the cusioms formalt- 
ties will: be somewhat similar, if not actually 
identical, to those adopted by His Majesty s 
Customs and Excise Department. | | 
It is quite possible that in the immediate 
future there will be a daily aeroplane service 
between Dublin and London, and perhaps be- 
tween Cork and London. There were rumours 
of such a development last year, but the out- 
break of hostilities interfered with the pro 
ject, Perhaps before the end of the present 
year an air service will be in operation be- 
tween the two countries. When this happy 
state of affaire comes to pass, customs officers 
will be stationed at the aerodromes which 
are approved for foreign trade by the Free 
State Revenue Commissioners. 


The Air Convention. 


International air transport is now regulated 
by an agreement which was entered into. by 
the principal European nations at the Air 
Navigation Convention, in 1919. At this 
convention international customs regulations 
were formulated and adopted by the repre- 
seritatives of the contracting. countries. 
According to Article 19 of the convention, 
every aircraft engaged in international air 
navigation, must be provided with a certi- 
ficate of registration, a certificate of arr- 
vorthiness,- and a certificate and licence for 
the -commanding officer, pilots and crew 
Moreover, if a machine carries passengers and 
freight it must be provided with a list of 
the passengers’ names and bills of lading, and 
a manifest for the merchandise. Log books 
must also be carried. 

Aeroplanes registered in England must pay 
a registration fee of one guinea to the Air 
Ministry. Pilots, navigators and engineers 
are licensea when they have passed the neces 
sary tests imposed by the Air Ministry. A 
pilot's licence must be endorsed every six 
months and other licences every year. A fee 
of five shillings is charged for each licence 
and for each endorsement. 

Specific instructions regarding the require- 
ments of the British Customs Acts are laid 
down in Schednle 8 of the Air Navigation 
Regulations. Broadiy speaking, the regula- 
tions governing the importation and exporta- 
tion of merchandise are similar to those in 
force for shipping engaged in foreign trade. 
The crew and passengers of an aeroplane 
arriving from a foreign country are treated 
in the same way as if they arrived by boat. 
They are asked the stereotyped question if 
they have anything of a dutiable nature to 
deciare or any dog. Their luggage is also 
searched for contraband or prohibited goods. 
The machine itself is ‘‘rummaged’’ by the 
officer in case dutiable goods are secreted in 
specially-made grooves or other cunningly- 
constructed receptacles. The pilot must make 
a report and declare hefore a Customs officer 
that it is a “ just report of my aircraft and 
of ber lading, and that the particulars therein 
inserted arc true to the best of my know- 
ledge, and that I have not broken bulk or 
delivered any goods ont of the said aircraft 
— her departure from ——, the last foreign 
place of loading.”’ 


Precautiens. 


In order to prevent smuggling or the 
dumping of smuggled goods before reporting 
at the approved aerodrome, it, is laid down 
that. ‘‘no aircraft entering the United King- 
dom from abroad shall land for 

first time in the United King. 

except at an appointed aerodrome.” 
lt is, however, provided that this rule shail 
not apply where ‘‘an aircrafi is compelled to 
land before arriving at an appointed aero- 
drome owing to an accident, stress of weather, 
or unavoidable cause.” Furthérmore. “no air- 
crait shall fly to a place outside the United 
Kingdom unless it has departed from an ap- 
pointed aerodrome.’’ 

It must ‘be admitted that the 
rules and regulations undoubted!y protect the 
revenue from all risks of smuggling :— 

“No person in any aircraft entering the 
United Kingdom shall carry or allow to be 
carried in the aircraft : 

(a) Any goods the importation of which is 
prohibited by the laws relating to Customs; 

(b) Anv mails, except with the permission. 
in writing, of the Postmaster-General. 

‘No person in any aircraft entering

(c) Deliver to such officer with such report 
his log hook, manifest, and declaration of the 
goods on board his aircraft, signed by the 
proper Customs officer at the aerodrome from 
which he departed for the United Kingdom; 
and 

(d) Land at such aerodrome for examina 
tion of baggage all passengers earried in such 
aircraft, and, after making such report, shall 
praduce, and, if required ‘to do so, shall land, 
all goods in such aircraft for examination.”

SOME PERSONAL NOTES.

A STRIKE PROBABLE. 


A mass meeting of cinema workers in 
Dublin vesterday decided to abide by the 
result of the recent ballot—a refusal to accept 
the terms of employment contained in the 
draft agreement which was submitted by the 
employers recently to delegates of the Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union. 

An awkward situation, therefore, has arisen. 
Last Saturday the managers of the various 
cmemes, theatres, and music. halls in the 
city—who are members of the one Associa- 
tion—having served on their employés a notice 
which, in effect, was a threat to. close ail 
places of entertainment on the 18th inst., if 
the workers did not change their attitude. 

An official of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union told an Jrish Times re- 
presentative yesterday that, owing to the de- 
cision of the cinema workers, there could be 
no continuance of work at any place of amuse- 
ment after the 17th inst if those employés still 
held out against the drait agreement. All 
theatres, music halls, and cinemas would have 
to close, even if the workers 
in the theatres and music halls 
were willing to work under the new terms, 
as the workers,in the various branches were 
attached to the one Union. ‘ The position, 
ther@# the official added, “would be 
equivalent to a strike.” 

A “lock-out ’’ or a strike would involve a 
large number of musicians who were not a 
party to the dispute. Their engagements 
have been cancelied for an indefinite period 
after the 16th inst. By the closing of the 
Olympia Theatre several musicians are already 
without engagements.

RIVAL PARTIES’: CASES.

WATERFORD, Tuesday. 

So far as Waterford City is concerned, in- 
dications of the progress of the strike in half 
the county were absent to-day. Not until I 
journeyed into the country did I see anything 
noteworthy. There, in couples, and occas- 
sionally in large groups, were agricultural 
labourers armed ‘with sticks patrolling the 
roads.. Nearly al! of them were distinguished 
by red badges. They did not attempt to in- 
terfere with ordinary wayfarers. 

Yesterday and to-day were given up to un- 
loading a coal boat with a cargo consigned to 
Edward Hall. Kilmacthomas. Mr, Hall is a 
general merchant, with a large connection 
among farmers. One day last week, I was in- 
formed, representatives of the Irish Transport 
Union entered his shop and asked him to 
sign an undertaking that he would not supply 
any goods to farmers, their wives, or children. 
He refused to do so, and a few days later the 
Transport officials returned and took out all 
his men, including bakers . and bread-van 
drivers. Subsequentiy they said that they 
would allow Mr. Hall to take back-his bakers, 
but this cohdition he rejected, stating that he 
would be prepared to consider the return cf 
all his men or none. 

FARMERS HELP THEMSELVES. 

Yesterday a cargo of coal for Mr. Hall was 
brought to the little harbour of Boat Strand, 
about two, miles below the picturesque re- 
sort known as Annstown. The boat 
was the Clara May, of Plymouth, and the 
cargo was originally intended for farmers in 
this hilly part of. Waterford. Influenced, it 
is. supposed, by the Irish. Transport Union, 
the local workers refused to handle the cargo, 
and the members of the Irish Farmers’ Union 
decided to unload the boat themselves. On 
Monday, therefore, arrangements were made 
for a convoy of forty-five carts, which the 
farmers drove to the landing place, where 
they acted as coal heavers, taking turn about 
in the hold, the workers being under military 
protection. To-day the operation was re- 
peated, ne fewer than thirty-eight farmers 
showing by their presence that they are deter- 
mined to stamp out the rule of the Red Flag. 

At appointed places farmers who intended 
to draw coal] lined up their carts and awaited 
the arrival of an escort. When the military 
cycle corps arrived the farmers started for 
three different points—Islandtarsney, Ballina- 
clough Cross, and Ballymorris Cross—finally 
coming together on the direct road to their 
destination. Thus they rumbled onwards with 
National soldiers guarding them. At points 
where pickets were located there were shouts 
of “ Up Labour’’ as the convoy passed, but 
beyond that nothing happened. 

Slowly down the slope leading to Boat 
Strand Harbour went the long line of cars. 
At the wharf stood two or three at a time, 
and with many willing belpers the dusty work 
of unloading the coal and passing it into the 
carts proceeded briskly. 

Following a portion of the convoy for a 
certain distance, it was interesting to waich 
another group of farmers standing on a bank 
and signalling to the oncomers that all was 
well. 

All the carts were fully loaded and wind- 
ing their way homewards by five o'clock this 
evening, and they arrived at their destinations 


without incident. 
THE FARMERS’ POSITION. 


In an interview with me to-day, Mr, R. 
A. Kelly, Secretary of the County. Waterford 
Farmers’ Association, pointed out that his 
organisation was not opposed to the legitimate 
clatms of Labour. What it objected to was 
the? association of the agricultural labourer 
with industrial trade unionists, and with ex- 
tremists of the Red Flag type. 

In this connection, he mentioned the dis- 
pute between the Dockers’ Union, with an 
English Executive, the Transport Workers’ 
Union. The members of these bodies dis- 
agreed over the unloading of coal for the 
local gas works. “Lhe ‘Transport Union, being 
the stronger body, took possession of the 
gas works, and notified the public that 
accounts should be paid uo them, and te nobody 
éise. As a result, some of the convents and 
other large establishments here have put in 
gas suction plants, but the city itself ‘has 
héen without gas for the past three months. 
Nearly every person reguiring gas in any 
quantity has made new arrangements, and 
decided not, to take it from the oid source 
of supply. 

The Irish Farmers* Unign, said Mr. Kelly, 
objects to a form of terrorism intended to 
make men do that which they are not in a 
position to do. Agriculture here, he said, is 
In a desperate state, and can only be built up 
by the adoption of co-operative methods. 
Meat-packing, and the subsidiary industries 


lines, would not only help farmers, but pro- 
vide their labourers with a living wage. In 
respect of such an industry as this, tarmers 
command the raw material, and if properly 
managed there is no reason why it should not 
pay its way. For the Waterford co-operative 
meat-packing scheme, Mr. Kelly said that 
£150,000 had already been subscribed, and 
it only needed more settled conditions to be- 
come an absolute success. here were ‘too 
many people trying to exploit the farmer for 
their own ends, and there was no reason why, 
in the caso of poultry and eggs, the Irish 


produce, and thus prevent a glut upon the 
market. This could be done by farmers co- 
operating in the building up of a bacon and 
dead meat industry. 

LABOUR ACTIVITY. 

At a special meeting of the Waterford 
Workers’ Counci! and Trades Union Party 
last night ét was decided to set up a Joint 
Council of the Executive Committee; Tran- 
sport Union officials, Dockers’ Union, and 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union officials to re- 
main in session during the present trouble. 
The meeting pledged full support to any 
action which the Council micht take 

Resolutions were adopted protesting against 
the alleged‘ attempt, of the farmers to beat 
down the agricultura] labourers to a state of 
degradation and starvation by endeavouring 
to force them to exist on a wage that is below 
the line of subsistence; repudiating the 
charge of the farmers that the workers con- 
cerned ara un-Christian and Bolshevist. can- 
demning the a tion of (sovernment 
forces which are said to be using armed force 
to compel the organised workers to supply 
affected farmers when such workers have re- 
fused, according to the principles of trade 
unionism and the dictates of conscience, and 
instructing their Executive Committee to 
take the necessary steps, with the police and 
military authorities, to prevent a recurrence 
of these incidents, and to see that the law is 
administered impartially to all concerned. 

The meeting also pledged full support to the 
farm workers in their fight for a living wage, 
deplored the ‘‘lack of statesmanship ” shown 
hy the Government in the present unfortunate 
dispute by drafting additional troops into 
Waterford, and thus aggravating the situation 
instead of making an effort to end the dispute. 
It. called upon the National Executive of the 
Labour Party to take whatever step is neces- 
sary to protect the interest of all workers 
affected by this dispute, as they believed what 
this was an organised attack by the emploving 
classes on the social standard of the werkers. 

The Transport Workers’. representatives 
thanked the Chairman and the Council uct 
only for their kespitality, but for the generous 
support already civen them. 

The joint Conference met to-day. and made 
certain important arrarigements with reference 
to earrving on the strike. 

The National Executive in Dublin and the 
tovernment have been communicated with by 
telegram and letter with reference to reported 
instances of agsistants and other workers being 
compelled, under threat of arms, to do work 
against which they had protested. Repre- 
sentations on the subject were also made to- 
day by the President of the Council and other 
officials at the local military headquarters.

On the reception which the: offer receives 
in the Allied countries depends whether 
economic peace dawns in Europe or whether 
the reparations controversy enters on a new 
and more embittered stage. 

‘he memorandum for that reason, there- 
fore, is one of the most vital diplomatic docu- 
ments of recent years. 

In authoritative Allied circles here to-day 
the memorandum is regarded as representing 
a considerable advance on all previous Ger- 
man efforts in this respect. 

At the last moment, and against the advice 
of the Socialists, the Government decided not 
to propose any definite total sum. 

The charge of ‘“tactlessness’’. brought 
against the last Note in the matter of 
Bhalla cannot, it, ia contended, be levelled 
against the present, document. 

The memorandum clearly aims at comply- 
ing with the suggestions contained in. the 


man Note. 

At the same time the German Government 
is ready, as proposed in the first Note, to 
sibmit this vexed question of Germany’s 
tctal reparations obligations to an inter- 
national commission, and pledges to lay be- 
fore such a body all the material: financial 
documents arid other evidence asked for, 
further pledging itself to accept the decision 
arrived at 

Since—continues, in effect, the memo- 
randum—the Allies have indicated that a 
great international loan does not seem possible 
at the moment, the German Government’ pro- 
poses a plan for definite yearly reparations 
payueuts. Such payments, it is added, will 
be guaranteed in part by the German Govern- 
ment and in part by German industry. 

The memorandum deals in great detail with 
this vital: question, and outlines ways and 
means by which it is proposed to raise the 
woney required. 

In conclusion, the memorandum states that. 
in the view of the German Government, 
frr..cr discussion of the reparations question 
by means of Notes is not likely to bo fruit- 
ful. 

It, therefore, proposes referring the whole 
question to a conference of the rarties con- 
cerned. 

The aim of the Government seems to be to 
raise one and a half milliard gold marks— 
£75,000,000—yearly for reparations. 


Fro Our Own CoRRFSPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

At present the arrangement is that M. Poin- 
caré should return from the Brussels Con- 
ference to-morrow, but, as the German Note 
will possibly be known to-morrow evening, it 
should not be unlikely that his stay will be 
prolonged. ; . 

It will certainly be the desire of the Belgian 
Government, sheuld the new German offer 
appear to provide a basis of discussion, to 
arrive with as little delay as possible at a 
definite agreement with France, and then’ to 
proceed to a general discussion with London 
and Rome. 

Various forecasts telegraphed here contain, 
however, no indication that Germany will order 
a truce in the Ruhr as a preliminary to the 
discussion of her offers, and the signs remain, 
as I said yesterday, that M. Potncaré will 
continue to insist on this point.

BELFAST, Tuesday.

uring one week in May of last year, he 
said,. there were 32 political murders, and 
since October last there had not been a single 
political murder. At the same time the public 
were somewhat premature in ee 
themselves to the belief that the peace whic 
had come was a permanent peace. Perhaps he 
should be the last to remove that idea, but he 
‘thought that it was his duty to sound a note 
of warning, and ask the people of Northern 
Ireland to remember that thay were not 
entirely out of the wood yet. 

DANGER STILL EXISTS. 

They could maintain peace if they were left 
alone.. The vast majority of the people in th 
six counties, irrespective of creed or class, 
desired that the present peaceful conditions 
should be maintained. The Government s 
fears of danger were from ‘outside rather 
than within, and their sources of information 
went to show—as well as what had recently 
occurred along the border—that the danger 
still continued to exist, and that they must 
maintain an adequate police force to deal with 
the possibility of new disturbances. 

The hostile movement against Northern 
Ireland had been scotched, but he 
could vot say that it had yet been killed. 
They had received reports from time to time 
that underground movements were going on, 
designed to subvert the Northern Govern- 
ment and create unrest within their border. 
He believed ‘that the people were with the 
Government in the efforts at all costs to 
maintain the internal peace and maintain the 
integrity of their boundaries. 

NO INTERFERENCE. 

He would like to-say that they were careful 
not to interfere with the domestic corfcerns of 
Southern Ireland. He did not want to sux- 
gest for one moment, or attribute to the 
Free State Government, as a Government, 
any desire to disturb the peace which at the 
present time existed in Northern Ireland. He 
believed that the vast majority of the people 
of the whole of Ireland were sick of the cam- 
paign. of murder and arson, and wanted to 
live at peace. At the same time, they could 
not shut their eyes to the fact that disturb- 
ances were still going on in the South of Ire- 
land, and that there were hostile organisa- 
tions there—completely uncontrolled organisa- 
tions—which last year did not hesitate to 
operate in Northern territory, and which, he 
believed, would operate again if law and 
order’ were not maintained. Only within tbe 
last few days the Northern police were at- 
tacked on the boundary with machine-guns 
and rifles. 

As regards the people in the Northern terri- 
tory, there was abundant evidence on their 
part of wanting to support the Govern- 
ment in the steps which had 
been taken to. preserve the peace. 
The pólice at the nresent time ware receiving 
most useful information from the inhabitants 
of the Northern territory of all creeds and 


classes. 
THEIR ONE DESIRE. 

They. could fairly claim that they had con- 
vinced the population of the Northern terti- 
tory that their attitude as a Government 
wes not provocative, but entirely one of self- 
defence. Their one desire was to bring all 
classes, no matter what were their Itical 
views or where they worshipped, together, and 
to promote peace and harmony. 

The Government was watching the situation 
from day to day, and as soon as it was 
possible they would relax the Curfew and 
other restrictions. But he would ask the 
House to realise that they had sources of 
information which were not available to the 
general public. 

Representations had been made to the Go- 
vernment to permit certain individuals to 
return to Northern territory, and if they de- 
sired to live as peace-loving and law-abiding 
citizens they would not be interfered with if 
they returned to Northern Ireland. The Go- 
vernment, however, had information regard- 
ing the activities of some of these people, and 
would not hesitate to take whatever steps 
were necessary to ensure that the peace of 
the community would be preserved. 

With regard to the question of intern- 
ment. they adopted the expedient of 
internment, not because they liked it, but 
because there was no other ‘course open to 
them. If the campaign of arson and murder 
which threatened to overwhelm Ulster were to 
be grappled with successfully. Those who 
criticised internment he invited to Jook at 
the altered conditions in the province. 

HOW LONG? 

His answer to those whog asked how long 
they would continue the principle of intern- 
ment was: “It is entirely in the hands of 
those who still seek to undermine the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland,” and before we 
abandon what was been an exceedingly 
succesful law we must have clear evidence 
that the security of our province is on a much 
safer basis than it is at the present time. 

The time bad not arrived when they might 
make substantial reductions im their forces. 
Without the forces at present under its con- 
trol the Government could not secure the 
peace of the community. The total establish- 
ment of the Royal Ulster Constabulary was 
5,000, and at present the number enrolled 
was 2,677, leaving 525 still to be recruited. 
Of these 2,577, abont 1,400 came from the 
old R.I.C. and 1,215 from the Special Con- 
stabulary. ; ' 

The existence of the Special Constabulary 
had proved of enormous benefit at the time 
when the new police force was being formed, 
and gave the Government time carefully to 
select the personnel of the new police force. 

Of the 58 officers in the new police force, 44 
| were drawn from the old R.1.C., in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of the Police 
Committee, and the remainder were drawn 
from the Special Constabulary. In the course 
of time it would be found that 50 per cent. 
of the officers would be drawn from the ranks 
as distinct from cadets. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC POLICE. 

They had not yet recruited the full number 
of Roman Catholic police in the proportion 
originally laid down, but they were always 
ready to receive candidates, provided they 
were suitable in every way. 

Mr. MeGuffin—Can you say how many have 
been recruited? 

Sir Dawson Bates—I can. The number of 
Roman Catholics in the force is 524. 

Mr. McGuffin—That is a little more than 
50 per cent. of the number they are entitled 
to. 

Sir Dawson Bates—That is so. 

Colonel Woods referred to the fact that 
officers who were not Ulstermen were 
appointed, and stated that 44 “B”' Specials 
had refused to be drilled by an instructor who. 
was brought into a district because there were 
plenty of ex-Service men in the locality 
separ of acting in the capacity.

force. a

Yesterday the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, 
having confirmed children at Passage West, 
referred to the economic situation in Cork, 
with special reference to the duties of em- 
ployers and workers.

Free trade in 
labour used to be an economic theory that 
meant that wages were to be determined solely 
by supply and demand, and that when the 
supply of workers was over-plentiful and com- 
petition for employment keen the great in- 
dustries could employ workers even under the 
minimum wage—under a living wage. That 
would be unjust. Workers were within their 
right in preventing action by members of 
their own class which would lead to the in- 
justice of unemployment under a minimum- 
wage. The purposes of societies should be 
that employers é we discharge their obliga- 
tiohs towards their emplovés, and especially 
that they should pay a good wage. 

But all things human are liable to abuse, 
and when one considers the present economic 
situation of Cork one may fairly ask is there 
not something wrong with our labour societies 
and unions? There is unemployment in Cork, 
and yet tons and tons of manufactured articles 
are being imported. Is it legitimate to limit 
output in a way that it is not limited any- 
where else? Is it legitimate to demand the 
highest wage for this limited output? Is it 
legitimate; in a city like Cork, to urge a kind: 
of unwritten understanding that there shall be ' 
no competition from outside in connection with 
the building trade? 

There seemed, said Dr. Cohalan, to be an 
opposition to outsiders. tendering for work in 
the city, but surely trade societies were not 
rings. He assumed that there was no One in 
the city who would not give preferénce to 
Cork builders if value were given, and at the 
same cost.

The economic chaos of Europe is manifestly 
to be the first British 
Prime Minister, who is a business man by 
training and has financial experience at the 
Treasury under two Ministries. Having 
already settled a delicate, thongh less compli- 
cated, question of a similar kind with 
America, his present aim, cordially endorsed 
by his countrymen of all parties, is to settle as 
speedily as possible the outstanding financial 
problems of Europe. They are many and 
varied, but the key problem is to settle once 
for all the question of German reparations. 
There should be no attempt to identify or even 
link it with the question of French security. 
That is an equaily important matter, but 
separate and less urgent. Ther2 is no danger 
to France of invasion at present, nor can there 
be any danger so long as the Allied Armies 
remain in occupation of the Rhineland. 

The Brussels Conference may he the 
prelude to a iarger meeting, at which Italy 
and Britain will also be present. That gather- 
ing will presumably not be beld until the new 
German offer is in the hands of the Allies, 
which is expected to be the case not later than 
to-morrow. It is our earnest hope that this 
Note will appear as a genuine attempt to 
afford a tolerable basis of settlement, making 
an unambiguous offer of Germany's resources 
for the fulfilment of her obligations, and show- 
ing a genuine willingness to pledge explicit 
guarantees, |

SPECULATION IN BERLIN. 

Several new outlines of the German repara- 
tions offer have been published here to-day, 
all of which, it is agreed, contain some correct 
information and much that is incorrect, tele- 
graphed 7'he T'imea Correspondent in Berlin 
yesterday. I have good reason for believing 
that the Memorandum will be a short docu- 
ment—much shorter than tho last Note, 
much too short to contain the elaborate plans 
ascribed to it—and that it will avoid all con- 
tentious proposals, while making its main 
feature the guarantees. 

The statement that the Chancellor has re- 
ceived direct advice from London is untrue. 
The misunderstanding probably arfose from 
-the fact that a Secretary of the German 
Embassy in London arrived in Berlin, and it 
was natural that he should be consulted about 
the latest news, not only in political circles, 
but in the city. The German Government is 
known to have been at great pains to keep 
itself informed of the state of opinion in ail 
the European capitals during the preparation 
of its Memorandum, but there has been no 
communication -with the ‘various foreign 
Governments. 5

The hearing was resumed yesterday af 
the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, befors 
the Lord Chief “Justice and’ a city 
special jury of the Probate action Croker v. 
Croker, in which Richard Croker, of 115 East 
40th Street, New York, U.S.A., 1s the plain- 
tiff, and Mrs.- Bula E, Crokér, of Glericairtr, 
Stillorgan, Co. Dublin, the widow of the late 
Richard’ Croker, is defendant.. The plaintiff 
seeks to have condemned the will, dated 
October 12, 1919, of the late Richard Croker. 
Mrs. Ethel White, a daughter -of "the 
testator, residing at Cedarhurst, Long Island, 
New York, appears as an intervenient, and, 
by permission of the Court, pleads that the 
will had been obtained by fraud, and alleges 
that the fraud consisted in that, unknown to 
the testator, Mrs. Bula Croker was the lawful 
wife of Guv R. Marone, with whom she had 
lived as his lawful .wife at Northampton, 
Mass., U.S.A.. in 1911-12, and at Moncton, 
New Brunswick, Canada; in 1914. 

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, Mr. Lardner, K.C., 
and Mr. Kenneth Dockrell (instructed by 
Montgomery and Chaytor) appeared 
for Mr. Richard Croker, the plaintiff. 

Mr, Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Hubert Hamilton 
linstructed by Mr. Valentine Miley) appeared 
for Mrs. Edith White. the intervenient. 

Nir. Serjeant Manna. Mr. Patrick Lynch, 
K.C.; Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C,. and, Mr. Costello

MRS. CROKER’S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

At the . sitting of the Court, Serjeant 
Sullivan resumed his cross-examination of Mrs,

You told us before we rose last evening, 
said Serjeant Sullivan, that although your 
husband and vourself had sworn that there 
was some document in existence executed by 
both of vou. which provided after his death 
that Glencairn would go to you for life and 
afterwards to the Sisters of Charity—that, 
although vou both swore that, that no such 
document ever existed?—J did not ‘tell: you 
that. I swore to the best of my. ability at 
Palm Beach ‘what we nad done with -the 
property: I testified that it was an instrument, 
of some kind. | 

Did you swear there was such a document 
executed’ by yourself and Richard’ Croker '— 
Yes, sir. 

Was there anv such document ever executed 
by vou or Mr: Croker’—No. Mr. McDonald 
explained that. 

Did you swear you had seen the document 
after its execution *—J thmk É did. swere 
it was in the Hibernian Bank. 

Was that right or wrong?—It is in tha 
Hibernian Bank. It was a ‘“‘trip” willy “I 
testified to the best of my memory without 
anv papers, as they were all locked up in the 
Hibernian Bank. | 

Did you testify that~there was a sum of 
$250.000 settled on you for the npkeep of 
Glencairn during vour lifetime after his death? 
Yes. .1 was to have tat as long a3 I lived- 

Did you swear that that money “was settled 
so that neither of vou could touch it 7— Yes. 

And Richard Croker, vour husband. ap- 
neared to believe that’—We both did at the 
time. 

At that time had. not every bit. of his «pno- 
pertv been assigned to vou by deeds?—No; if 
has never been assigned to me. I think the 
hgure or $700.000 was too high vesterday. 

Before you had given the evidence at Palm 
Beach had not Richard’ Croker assigned all 
the property at Glencairn to you? 
about the same time. 

Witness further stated that her husband did 
not assign securities to her fer the upkeep of 
He handed them over to her and 
they were hers. She had them 
yet. She was not quite clear as to the Sisters 
of Charity. ‘Tie. evidence was not quite 
necurate, as she had no papers in her hand at 
Palm Beach. She took them up in December, 
1916, and from that all the quarrels of 1917 
sprung. Ín 1918 she acquired half of the 
property in Palm Beach, and Richard Croker 
himself did not divest himself; of the other 
half. He was a wonderful. man, who was 
clear to the day of his death.

EVIDENCE AT PALM BEACH. 

Counsel in further cross-examination brought, 
the witness back to the conversatien she and 
her husband had about his leaving her -Glen- 
cairn.

Was what you swore at Palm Beach the 
truth? We both testified. It was the truth, 
but it was not quite atcurate. We testified 
the truth as far as we saw it. 

Why was it inaccurate? I had nothing to 
refresh my memory with. 

Further crosgs-examined, witness said that 
the first she heard of fhe will of th Octoher, 
1919, was on*that 'dste, Which was Sunday, 
when Mr. McDonald came to Glencairn..

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VOCATIONAL | 


TRAINING. 


TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION 
IN THE FREE STATE, 
IMPORTANT CONGRESS 
IN DUBLIN. 


— 


The annual Congress of the Irish Technical 
Instruction. Association opened yesterday at 
the Municipal Technical Institute, Rathmines, 
Dublin, the Rev. T. A. Finlay, 8.J., M.A,, 
President, in the chair. There was a rge 
attendance of delegates, as well as representa- 
tives from the Department of Agriculture, the 
Dublin, Cork, and Waterford Chambers of 
Commerce, Cork Industrial Development 
Association, and Technicah Instrncters’ 
Associations. 

Mr. William Ireland, Chairman of Rath. 
mines and Rathgar Urban Council, who wel- 
comed the delegates, said he was glad to see 
at the Congress men from Northern Ireland 
as well as from the Free State, all unj cn 
the common platform of technical bey om cón 
He mentioned that in Rathmines there were 
1,500 students on the roll of the Technical 
Institute. 

[he President, in his opening address, said 
that recently the President of the Board of 
Education in England had stated that the 
system of education in that country was still 
suffering from haphazard methods. The 
branch of education represented by the Con- 
gress had a happier fortune. Ever ‘since its 
establishment technical instruction had been 
welcomed in Ireland, and its success was due 
in large measure to its organisation. It was 
planned to be in close touch with the living 
interests of the people, and that gave it the 
vitality which was the secret of its success, 
In addition, it had the good fortune of bein 
in close touch with one of the kindliest an 
most sympathetic branches of Government 
administration, the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction, and the association 
between the various local committees in, the 
country and the central authorities in Dublin 
had always been of the most cordial and 
he!pful character. 

Their technical education system had been 
developed on experience. As to the future, 
the question arose as to what would come of 
the section of the Department which had dealt 
with technica] instruction in the past. The 
interests of Irish agriculture were so wide- 
spread, so varied, and so vital that they might 
well claim a Ministry exclusively devoted to 
them. But whatever Government department 
undertook control] it should have the necéssary 
qualifications. Technical education was 
vocational education, the training of young 
men and woman for the practical work of life, 
and it should be kept altogether distinct from 
general knowledge as imparted in schools and 
colleges. 

SCARCITY OF INDUSTRIES. 

With technical education in Ireland there 
ass always the difficulty of the scarcity of 
industries for which pupils could be prepared. 
Their schools could not create industries, but 
they could prepare the way for industry. 
They aimed to have workers trained to take 
their part in putting new industrial life into 
the country. The basic industry of Ireland, 
of course, would always be agriculture, and 
agriculture was becoming more and more a 
technical pursuit, requiring a variety of 
knowledge, and a more or less deep acquaint- 
ance with a niultitude of sciences. The 
coming peasant proprietorship of the land 
wonld mean that the country would have to 
go in on an ever-increasing scale for intensive 
cultivation. The training of the people for 
intelligent agricultural effort must be the 
primary purpose of any system of Irish 
education. 

MR. 7. P GILL'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. T. P. Gill Mn the course of an address 
on “Technical Education,” said that all 
friends of technical instruction were extremely 
anxious, and even w6rried, about the present 
position. While he understood and sympa- 
thised with that anxiety, he personally did 
not feel so anxious, but rather saw grounds 
for confidence and hope. 

In the first place, he had confidence in the 
men by whom the immediate fate of technical 
instruction was likely to be affected. He did 
not know whether technical instruction was 
to be joined to the education departments, 
the obvious idea, or if, as in France and 
Belgium, it would be attached to the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce; or, again, if it 
would have a Ministry to iteelf. Not 
consciously, he believed, would any hurt to 
technical education be caused by the present 
Minister of Education, and he thought also 
that Mr. Hogan could be relied on. No matter 
what the new arrangements might be, it was 
fortunate they still had Mr. George Fletcher, 
who had acted so great a part in Irish techni- 
cal education. 

Continuing, he said that the salvation of 
démocracy, in its widest sense, would depend 
on vocational education—training for practi- 
eal life, citizenship, and character. 
truth was working everywhere, 
conquer. No country in the world had made 
better progress in vocational education during 
the past 23 years than Ireland, taking the 
quality of the work, the rate of progress, and 
all other possible test factors into considera- 
tion. The fear expressed that the farmers 
would be the worst enemies of education if 


they obtained more power in public affairs | 


was unjust and groundless. The farmers had 
already shown their appreciation of the value 
of education. by the way in which they ad- 
ministered schemes, and by their voluntarily 
raising a rate for education in every county 
in Ireland. 

In a normal year there were 730,000 pupils 
attending primary schools, and of that great 
number 92,000 continued theif education in 
technical schools. The remainder~over 

000—were many of them a drag upon the 
country’s progress, as well as a potential 
menace to the State. But these figures should 
show what -a fruitful field there was for 
vocational education jp Ireland. 

Mr. T. L. Price, re, Vice-President of 
the Association, moving a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Gill for his address, said that the men 
presently in charge of technical education 
should be retained. The Department had 
always been of the people. 

NORTHERN ¥DUCATION BILL. 

Mr. William Field, Blackrock, seconded. 

Major Rupert Stanley; Principal, Belfast 
College of Technology, said that there were 
serious-defects and grave dangers in the new 
Education Bill. for Northern Ireland. He 
hoped that in the Free State they would adopt 
a better system, as far as technical education 
was concerned, than what the North had got. 
From his experience in Belfast he had come to 
the conclusion that vocational training could 
be overdone, and he thought it would be a 
great mistake if that Congress decided that 
only vocational subjects should be taught in 
technical schools. : 

Mr. George Fletcher, Assistant Secretary of 
the Department, said that youths who came 
to some of their schools were unfit to receive 
technical instruction, and introductory courses 
had to be established for them. This was due 
to the want of continuation schools. 

Professor B. F. Shields, M.A., Dublin, read 
a paper on “Technical Education in Relation 
to Modern Industrial Problems and National 
Progress.” He pointed ont that close and 
effective co-operation between the technical 
school and the industrial and commercial 
organisations of the locality was vital. The 
best form of protection that any Government 
could offer was a sound, scientifically planned 
system of technica] training. 

In business there were many young people 
who would benefit’ themselves and their em- 
plovyers immensely if they regularly attended 
technical classes, They could have no in- 
dustrial progress in Ireland unless they had 
skilled and intelligently educated workers and 
enterprising managements capable of examin- 
ing trade movements, studying markets and 
taking a comprehensive view of financial ques- 
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tions. The artistic side of industries should be 
encouragéd and developed. 

In the course of a short discussion which 
followed, Mr. William Field spoke of a system 
operating in Blackrock by which the students 
in evening classes were enabled to see the 
work actually in progress in industrial. con- 
cerns. 

Mr. George Fletcher said that. the great 

roblem of the day was how to fill in the gap 

tween school-leaving age and 16. It was a 
fatal gap for many, and no education authority 
should allow. it to exist. There should be some 
sort of continuation school starting at 14 years 
of age. 

Mr. P. T. Daly, Dublin, advocated oom- 
pulsory attendance at technical schools. 

MMERCIAL INSTRUCTION. 

Mr. G. J.T. Clampett, Principal, Rath- 
mines Technical Institute, read a paper on 
“The Place of Commercial Instruction in 
National Development,” in the course of 
which he said that the machinery of buying 
and selling had become as intricate as that of 
manufacturing. Banking, accounting, ship- 
ping, work in: connection with railways and 
canals, were all highly specialised callings, 
requiring a long and strenuous apprenticeship. 
For a young ‘State a sound system of commer- 
cial instruction was a vital necessity. Ques- 
tions of economics, finance, banking, foreign 
trade touched ‘Ireland more closely now than 
ever before. 

Dr. Burke, Department Inspector, explained 
that during the current session at 36 centfes 
in Ireland there were 1,440 students enrolled 
for commercial courses. Of those the average 
attendance on May lst was 66.6' per cent. 
Those figures showed: that the claims. of 
commerce were receiving full attention, but 
business men generally were not encouraging 
their employés to attend commercial classes. 

Professor Shields moved a resolution call- 
ing for the establishment of. day classes for 
apprentices in Irish technica] schools in the 
interests of industrial efficiency and educa- 
tional progress, and requesting employers to 

rant the facilities necessary for the success- 
ul operation of such schemes. 

Mr. Reilly, Clonmel, seconded the resolu. 
fion, which was passed, with an addendum, 
proposed by Mr. W. Quinlan, Kerry, that 
employers. should require applicants’ for’ em- 
ployment to show eertificates from technical 
schools. 

The Congress adjourned until this morning.

IRISH AGRICULTURE. 
a Sn 


DEVELOPMENT A MATTER OF 
EDUCATION. 


The agricultural regeneration of Ireland 
depends more on educational reform than 
on any other single factor. This was the 
unanimous opinion of agricultura] instructors, 
said Mr. John Kelly, Carlow, when giving 
evidence, as a representative of the Agri- 
cultural Instructors’ Association, before the 
Agricultural Commission in Dublin yesterday. 

r. Kelly recommended compulsory. school 
attendance up to the age of 14 years, the 
teaching of ural science and domestic 
economy to pupils in the higher standards in 
rural achools, and facilities for secondary 
education for children in rural areas. 

Every boy and girl who intended to engage 
in agriculture should receive proper training. 
For young men and women desiring. a higher 
traming residential institutes, with farms 
atached, would be necessary, entrance to 
which should be by competitive examination, 
based on the work done at local centres, the 
fees, if any, to be nominal. 

A national agricultural college was also de- 
sirable, of university standing would be neces- 
sary, and scholarships to enable students with 
limited financial resources to qualify as 
teachers and research workers should be pro- 
vided, either by County Councils or by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, or bath. 

Touching on the decrease of tillage and 
the return to grass, Mr. Kelly said that 
economy of production was the only sure 
means of salvation for tillage farming. ‘That 
could be achieved by increasing the crop yield 
per acre, by the use of labour-saving 
machinery, by using only high-class live stock, 
adopting co-operative measures, extending 
the: breeding of pigs and fowl, and by im- 
roved and cheaper railway and canal services 
or agricultural commodities, 

As soon as possible land now set on the 
eleven months’ system, as well as the ranches, 
should be split up into economic holdings, or 
worked by co-operative colonies. A holding 
of 25 Irish acres should be the minimum area 
to be economic, even on the best land. Loans 
on easy terms for stocking and equipment 
would be necessary. 

WORKING CAPITAL. 

Witness, continuing, said that want of 
adequate capital was one of the greatest 
ww “é to many farmers, especially small 
farmers. Long term loans at a low rate of 
interest were necessary for improvements ofa 

rmanent nature on the land. Co-operative 
and banks were recommended as most suit- 
able for advancing the working capital re- 
quired by farmers already established. 

Replying to Sir John Keane, witness said he 
had not calculated the cost of carrying out 
the. suggestions he put forward, but he 
thought there would not be much loss in. 
curred by demonstration farms. 

Witness believed that if the County Com- 
mittess had greater powers of initiative the 
meetings would he better attended, and 
greater interest would be taken in the schemes 
generally. At present people were apathetic, 
and were not taking advantage of agricultural 
education. There was still a belief in many 
counties that education and practical farming 
were antagonistic. Witness assumed that Irish 
farmers would soon realise the need for educa- 
tion, and he concluded by saying that in 
Denmark probably ‘three times as much was 
spent on agricultura! education as in Ireland. 

CO-OPERATIVE COLONIES. 

Mr. Patrick Duffy, agricultural instructor, 
Cavan, said that he thought it would be 
worth while investigating the possibility. of 
running ranches: as co-operative colonies in 
districts where an estate was taken for reliev- 
ing congestion, and where the size of the 
estate would not be large enough to give a 
sufficient number of decent sized holdings: to 
men in the district. He regarded a holding of 
25 Irish acres as the minimum area to be 
economic, even on the best land. A well 
organised system of motor transit would be 
necessary in order. to have perishable com- 
modities placed: on the market in the best 
condition; reduced’ rates should be given by 
railway and canal companies. 

Trade representatives should be appointed 
to the yee UWE British markets. to watch the 
handling and marketing of Irish produce 
therein, and such representatives to be paid 
by the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
or by the Ministry of Agriculture. Repre- 
sentatives should. also be sent to make a 
survey of possible markets in Continental and 
American centres. 

Witness agreed with the evidence of Mr. 
Kelly regarding the handicap under which 
many farmers suffered through lack of capital.
